- THE WORSHIP OF GOD. 


BY REV. THEO. L. CUYLER. 


THe Christian religion is a system of faith and 
doctrine. Itisarule of life and practice. But it 
is also a worship. It has its appointed day, and its 
saered places, for public adoration and homage to 
Almighty God. 

Now there are a few practical mistakes made by 
multitudes of people when they enter the sanctu- 
ary. The first mistake is that of coming to church, 
notto meet God, but to meet their pastor or some 
javorite preacher. The foremost inquiry of their 
minds is not, “ is God in this place ?”’ but, is my 
favorite preacher in the pulpit? They come 
solely to see him, to hear him, to enjoy him, per- 
haps, oo, to be4nstructed and euriched by his ut- 
terances. Thereforeg the preliminary service of 
prayer, and reading the Word, and singing to God’s 
praise is a mere “ first course,” to sharpen the ap- 
petites for the literary banquet of thesermon. It 
would suit such persons equally well, if all acts of 
pure devotion were dispensed with, and, as in aly- 
ceum Jecture-hall, the discourse came at once, and 
came alone. Far be it from us to disparage the 
power of « faithful pulpit in expounding the re- 
vealed truth of God, and in guiding souls to holi- 
ness and to heaven. But no possible instruction 
from the pulpit—were Paul or Apollos the 
preacher—can make up for the lack of worship. 
and the man who never Jif's his thoughts higher 
than the pulpit and its utterances may indeed en- 
gage in worship, but it ig the worship ofhis minis- 
ter, and not of his divine Creator. 

IJ. A secend mis‘ake, and a fur worse one, is made 
by those who go to church for mere self-in- 
dulgence and entertainment. They go to be grati- 
fied: They enjoy the musical performance, if it is 
of unques‘ionable artistic excellence ; Jenny Lind 
or Karl Formes would be better still. They will 
enjoy the discourse, too, if it is brilliant, or pathetic, 
or gracefully pronounced. They while away a 
leisure hour of their dul! Sabbath in good com- 
pany, and they “save appearances.” When the 
idle hour is over, they can tell you what improve- 
ments might have been made in the clergyman’s 
gestures, or in the execution of the * voluntary ” 
on the organ, or in the dress of their neighbors in 
the adjoining pews. But what of Ir who has 
said, “My house shali be called a house of 
prayer?” Whatthought have they had of an in- 
finite owner of that heure and of that service; 
what thought of their own immortal souls? Sure 
enough. They were so busy in worshiping 
éhemselves that they quite forgot to worsh)p him 
whom all heaven delights to adore. 

‘ TIL. There isa third mistake, or sin we had better 
name it. Itis thesin of him who brings all the 
work of the week and all his plans for business 
into the house of God. How much better is such 
ap cne than those sacrilegious hucksters and 
brokers who once sct up their bird-stalls and ex- 
change-tables in Jerusalem’s sacred temple? For 
this man brings his eounting-room or his 
shop to church in his heart. He makes 
bargains or computes the rise in gold dur- 
ing* the prayer, sells stocks or buys produce 
all through the sermon, and goes home with new 
plans for the Monday’s toil and traffic. “ You are 
the first minister,” said a friend once to his pastor, 
“ who ever has preachcd me out of my flour store.” 
We honored the frankness of his confession; but 
are there not hundreds of human dodics in our 
churches on every Sabbath, whoge sou# are in flour 
stores or brokers’ offices, or warehouses, or in 
barns and harvest-fields ? Whom do these worship, 
God or Mammon? Jesus Christ tells them that 
they cannot worship both at the same time. 

IV. There is a fourth mistake—and a terrible 
one for an urfdying soul. It isthe mistake of these 
who never “darken the door” of the sanctuary ; 
who fear no God and remember no eternity ; who 
make the desecrated Sabbath a day ef mirth 
and indolence, or open ungodliness. Alas for such 
moral suicides, euch murderers of their own souls!

ETEH AWAY.’

THE truth, conveyed in this characteristic phrase 
of Paul, finds much in the present to bring it 
home to the hearts of the people. Itis a singu- 
larly condensed utterance, one Jaden with prac:ical 
meanings. “The fashion of this world.” I+ may 
mein bearing, pomp, statel’ness ; it may mean 4 
show ; proces:ion ; a pa*sing pageant ; a seene in | 
a theatr or on astage Whe idea or figure in the 
Apostie’s mind probably was of a pageant; a 
scene ; a procession in its passing. So the world 
goes In its generic frame and stracture ; in its great 
scheme and plan as projected by the wisdom of 
God, and as carried ou by the controlling Provi 
dence of God. So it goes, in all the subordinate 
schemes, plans, the device of men, carried through 
by their executive force ; each comes ; goes. 

As a fact, yea, as a vast roll of facts, no one can 
doubt the Apostle’s assertion. It is history ; re 
corded, accumulated history. More; it is expe- 
rience. 
not sv old. How much, how many has he seen 
pass by, and pass away. Llow many who person- 
ally werthemselves as pageants ; their. individ- 
ua) history, as it unrolled, a sort of procession in 
the world’s view. That man, for instance, who 
struggled in the line of fam*, station. Great pow- 
ers were given him, and he swayed men, and drew 
them after him; and they followed him with 
shouts, and gathered where he stood, and heard 
hia voice, and uitered their acclaims as though he | 
stood inasphere above the mortal. fis life par- 
took of the nature of a triumphal process. But the 
scene passed away. How many like this in the 
memory of a generation, to whom applauding mul- | 
titudes seemed to say, “Ye are gods ;” but to whom 
the voice Divine said, Ye shall die like men,” 
and they did. Their pageant passed away. 

Another form has passed before us, and for its 
time commanded the admiring gaze; that man 
whe struggled successfully in the line of worldly | 
accumulation ; and he heaped up property hugely ; | 
and many were in his train as his dependents, | 
ready to bend the pliant knee for the loan or the 
gift of his money. And they followed him with a | 
servile admiration ; and manifold eyes turned to 
him, standing on ’Change, in lauding recognition, 
as the man who could command his millions. | 
He stands there as a pageant. And when he | 
walketh, he walketh in a vain show ; he heapeth | 
up riches, and knoweth not who shall gather | 
them. This is his great, disturbing infelicity, that | 
he knoweth not who shall gather them. The only | 
ccmfort he gets, is in the empty plaudits con 
ceded to wealth, andin the fawning gaze of trail- 
ing dependents. Thé ¢nd ts, he paves away. How” 
many of these brilliant processes of wealth have | 
been observed, as they rose, swelled, culminated ; 
then flatted down, sinking toward, and soon 
merged in final oblivion. So, on the small scale, 
has passed and is passing the world’s shows and 
pageants. And so. on the larger scale, at those 
times, when for a season come great concerted 
public movements, marshalings, arrays, acclaim- 
ing masscs, processions, pageants. I say nothing 
of the objects of them, but speak of them only as 
instances of the Apostle’s illustration: The fashion 
of the world passes. One of thesg comes and goes 
then another.

And, then, each 
ove a8 a whole, so quickly passing, speaks the 
seme truth. Then, again, some surbordinate 
scene or section in each ; some imposing array, or 
lengthened train, with its tramp andy shout, and 
ghiter; we look intently upon it, as it slow), 
comes, and slowly but gorgeously goes. There 
comes with it to our heart the Apostle’s great 
thought, and we are solemn amid the noise and 
the tumult of exultation ; for we feel it in the 
depths, that the scheme, the pageant of this worla 
passes away ; all thatdwell upon and all thit per 
tainto it are passingaway. ~ 

The pageants of the world, the shows, the bri! 
liant things about it, are what make the attraction 
These, too, make the deception. There is almos 
always something of the soit in view ; and this | 
becomes to many, perhaps to the majority, thesym- 
bol of the world’s worth and state ; and they co:

Many in this class think they know the world, 
and make their boasts that no one can teach them 
about the world ; yet they show, in their conduct, 
that they know nothing as they ought to know— 
nothing of the world in its profound, far-reaching 
realities. That man know the world who makes 
it his trust? who lives for sits ends of ambition 
and of gain? who lays his foundation in its soil 
or sand? Just about as much as the child kuows 
of the law of tides who takes advantage of the re- 
ceding wave to build his little house on the laved 
sand. As wesee him doing it and behold his glee, 
we say, It is only a child ; be will learn better by- | 
and-bye.

Or the Four Millions of persons qualified to vote 
for Electors of President on the eventful eighth of 
November ensuing, at least Half a Million wil) on

Let us carefully consider, then, the manner in 
which the Soldiers of the Republic have hitherto 
cust their votes, so far as they: have been permitted 
to vote at all, since they enlisted in the War for the 
Union. 

PENNSYLVANIA alone allowed her Soldiers servy- 
ing in other States to vote at her election of 1861. 
Her soldiers then cast, in all, 11,351 votes for the 
“ Union,” 3,173 for the “ Democratic” Sta‘e ticket 
—not quite four “ Union” to one “ Democra ic.” 
The Supreme Court ultimately decided these votes 
invalid ; but that did not affect their signiticance so 
tar us regards this inquiry. 

In 1862, the legal voters cf a few regiments and 
com panies voted i ignorance or in defiance of the 
adjudication above noticed. The gave in all 
1,867 for the ‘‘ Union,” 251 for the “ Democratic” 
ticket. . And in 1863, tive regiments, then stationed 
at Knoxville, Tennessee, held a volunteer election, 
and cast 1,392 votes tor Governor Curtin, “ Union,” 
and 35&.tor Judge Woodward, his “ Democra‘ic” 
competitor. These votes, though necessarily re- 
jected by the canvassers, may fairly be considered 
by the people. 

The soldiers of lows were in 1862 first author- 
ized to vote while out of the Btate; and they then 
cast 14,874 votes for the Union” to 4,115 for the 
* Democratic” ticket—between three and four to 
one. In 18638, they voted a second time, and now 
17,041.for the “Lincoln” to 3,004 for the 
* Democratic” candidates—more than fice to one. 
Yet the “« Democratic” candidate thus badly hand- 


gave 


| led was Gen. Tuttle, then fighting in the war, and 


who had written a much stronger War letter than 
Gen. McClellan’s acceptance. In his own brigade 
he was very badly beaten by his ‘“‘ Union” compet- 
iter. 

Wisconsin in 1862 polled a Soldier-vote of 
8,373 “ Repnblican-U nion” to 2,046 for the * Demo- 
cratic” candidates—oyer four to one. In 1863, her 
regiments cast 9 257 votes for Lewis, “ Union,” for 
Governor, to 747 for Palmer, “ Democratic”—more 
than firelre to one. 

On1o enabled her soldiers to vote in the tield for 
the first time last year; and they gave Brough, 
“ Union,” for Governor, 41,453 to 2,391 for Vallan- 
digham, the “ exile and martyr”—at least cighicen to 
one. But for the losses of her regiments in the 


desperate, protracted, untoward, battle on ‘the | 


Chicamauga, a few days before her election, 
Broueh’s pajority would have beea considerably 
larger. The above aggregates do not include the 
yote polled in the Libby prison at Richmond— 
162 for Brough, none for Vallandigham—which 
could not be legally counted. 

MissouRt in 1862 allowed her soldiers to vote 
under certain, circumstances, and they cast 2,139 
for the “Emancipation” to seven for the “ Demo- 
cratic” ticket. In 1863, the Missouri soldiers voted 
more generally, polling 8,827 “ Radical” to 777 
“« Conservative” ballots. Many more—3,000, it is 
stated— were rejeeted and suppressed by “ Conserv- 
ative’ County Clerks, who adjudged them not 
cast according to the prescribed forms. One Colo- 
nel in actual service was a “ Conservative” candi- 

date, and polled 68 votes in his own regiment.

These are all the votes cast by Soldiers whereof 
we have any record—nearly all that have heen cast | 
by soldiers in the field since the war began. They | 
show that, in the aggregate, 120,608 vo'es have 
been cast Guring the War for “ Republican,” 
“ Emancipation,” “ Radical,” or “ Union” tickets, 
to 16,739 for: Dem»cra‘ic” or “ Conservative” 
candidates. The “Wemocratic” vo’e is rather 
short of one eighth of the total, and its proportion | 
has diminished from year ty year with the progress 
of the struggle.

JEREMY TAYLOR. 


r RoM THE WORKS OF JEREMY Tay- | 
Smee T With some Account of the Au‘hor and his 

Writings. Boston: Little & Brown. New | 

York: Blakeman & Mason. 

For several reasons, we welcome this little vol- 
ume of selections with sincere pleasure. It will 
make thousands of readers acquainted with the best 
thoughts of one of the most eminent of English | 
divines, whose complete works are too voluminous 
to find a place in every library. Few men who | 
have written so much have written less which 
the world could afford to lose ; and yet, for want of | 
such a judicious and appropriate volume as the 
one before us, Jeremy Taylor has been as good as 
unknown to the great mass of readers. His name | 
is doubtless familiar to thousands, who, without | 
ever having read a line of his works, regard hjm 
ag a preacher who was very famous in his time, and 
justly earned his popularity, but consider that he 
belonged to his time, but not to oure.. This con- 
ception is partly Aight, and partly wrong. Jeremy 
Taylor belonged, it is true, to his own time ; but he | 
belongs to ours also, unless the truth which he 
iHustrated so well in his life and in his writings has 
grown obsolete with time. Apart from the religious 
tendency of his writings, he deserves to be more 
widely known, as one of the great lights in Eng- 
lish literature. He is no less celebrated as a wri'er 
than as a preacher. Coleridge named him, with 
Shakespeare, Bacon, and Milton, as one of the 
four authors with whose works every young min 
should make himself thoroughly acquainted. It is, 
indeed, a singular fact, that one whose writings are 
eminently adapted to meet the intellectual wants of 
the people should count the critics among his chief 
admirers, and almost only readers! Men of letters, 








whether religious or not, always mention his name | 


with an affection which shows how deeply his 
nature has affected theirs Our own Emerson thus 
warms toward him in the poem called the Prob- 
lem : 
“{ know what say the Fathers wise— 

The Book itse!t b-fore me lies, 

OW Chrysostom, best 4ugustice, 

And he who bient borh Ia his line, 

The younger Golden Lips or Mires, 

Taylor, the Stakespeare of divines. 
High but not undeserved praise. No religious writer 
of Engiand cr any other country ever possessed a 
deeper or truer poetic spirit than Taylor. His 
sermons and other writings overflow with poetic 
sentiment. Every page is strewn with the flowers 
of fancy, like a fieldin June. Yet he was not a 
mere flowery writer, a sayer of pretty things to 
catch attention. His imagery, his illustrations, his 
anecdotes, were all introduced for the purpose 
of making the truth plain to the comprehension of 
men, and of commending it to their hearts. 

The chief characteristics of Jeremy Taylor. both 
as a preacher and as a writer, were his poetic -ensi- 
bility, his fervid piety, and his all-embracing love. 
His thoughts, though just and true, and often pro- 
found, are ucither too deep nor too high for 
common comprehension ; and, though oftentimes 
suggestive, they are in general admirably adapted 
to meet the wants of that large class of readers who 
want to have the results of thoughts full as much 
asto beset to thinking themselves. His style is 
never obscure It is as limpid as a dew-drop, and 
us beautiful. At times, it is true, his elequence, 
like that of Chrysostom and other Fathers of the 4th 
century, tends to run into mere declamation ; but 
his style never grows turgid, and these isolated 
passages stand as foils to page after page brimming 
with genuine feeling and sublime thought. 

His works are a perfect treasury of household 
counsel which goes straight to the heart, and sinks 
into it. The little "volume before us contains 
thort dissertations on such practical themes. as 
these: “The Epicure’s Feast,” “Intemperance,”’ 
“ Marriage,” “The Tongue,” “ Real and Appar- 
ent Happiness,” ‘The Danger of Prosperity,” “Na- 
tional Authority,” “The Miseries of Life.” “ Bdu- 
cation,” etc. These are treated with a simplicity, 
directness, and justness of thought which cannot 
fail to win attention. His words are those of a 
man who has read the heart, and learned bow to 
minister to its needs. 

He was not an origioator. No religious system 
owes i's name to him. He took the plain truths 
of the Bible, in their common acceptation, and ex- 
pounded them faithfully to bis fellow-men. It had 
been happier, perhaps, for the church had all 
Christian teachers followed the same rule. Fewer 
human names would have usurped the name of the 
great Head in tue designation of his followers. 
Happy will be the day when the only name by 
which his members shall known shall 
* Christians !” :

Of the many valuable military works which Mr. 
Van Nostrand has issued, this work of Jomini is by 
far the most valuable historically, and is inferior to 
none as a military text-book for practical use. The 
title given to the translation does not adequately 


indicate the scope of the book, which is in fac: | 


a military history of the campaigns of Na- 
poleon, with a commentary. The orizinal title is 
Vie Politique et Militaire de Napoleon, racont‘e par 
lué méme au tribunal de César, @ Alexandre, et de 
Frédéric. But Jomini is a soldier and not a poli- 
tician, and it is the military part of his history 
which constitutes its yalue,and which has made 
it work of acknowledged authority in Europe 
since its first publication in 1827. Nor is its real 
merit lessened by the fanciful absurdity which the 
form of this composition received at the hands of 
its author. The Prologue introduces Na oleon as 
an “extraordinary apparition” approaching Elysium 
in “the skiff of the sad and silent Charon,” and met 
on the shore of Acheron by Alexander, Cxesar, and

The most elaborate and im- 
portant work ever published by Jomini was his 
Histoire critique et militaire des campagnes de la 
revolution de 1792 2 1801; 15 vols., 8vo. Paris, 
1819—'24. That by which he is best known to 
military students of the younger sort is his Precis 
de Vart de guerre, etc, several times translated into 
English. under the title: The Art of War, and form- 
ing a convenient hand-book of elementary priaci-

“No English translation of the Life of Napoleon 
has ever been published,” and the accuracy of the 
statcment is not wholly destroyed by the appear- 
ance of the present version Gen Halleck is not 
master of « good English style, and for want of it, 
| as well as for want of familiar acquaintance with 
the French, does injustice to Jomini, who is really 
—what would not be suspected from the transla- 
tion—a wiiter of merit. We are obliged to add 
that Gew. Halleck does not possess even a good 
grammatical style. He writes, for instance: “He, 
in his life of Napoleon, deems these forced contti- 
butions not only justifiable, by the laws of war, 
but as highly creditable to Bonapurte.”—Yol. 1, p. 
97,n. “Napoleon did not estimate his talents as 
bigh as some others.”—p. 72, n. “Much ridiculous 
nongenee has been writ'en,” ete —p. 70, n. “When 
the French »/timalum was made to Cobentzel,” 
ete —p. 189, n. 
For an example of his merit as a translator, we 
take, almost at random, the following gem : 
“When great public interests are at stake, and a 
revolution becomes inevitable, a skillful chief 
should place himself at its head, sacrifice his own 
life, rather than suffer it to pass certain limits 
Revolutions spring from opinions of iuterests 
When interests founded on justice and reason are 
properly satisfied, opinions become calm of them- 
selves (if we except religious opinions). But such 
[what? ] were not_the measures pursued by the 
ministry of Louis XVI. Opposed by the magis- 
trates and the nobility, it [what?] fell into the 
hands of Necker, who, to form a party for himself,

We bave marked other passages for extract, but 
the above will suflice as specimens of style. For 
an example of Gen. Halleck's historical judgment, 
we may turn to his biographical sketch, in which 
he assures a hitherto deluded world that “ the Com- 
mentaries of Caesar are of no great military value !” 
Ard in the next paragraph, we are favored with the 
opinion that “the old military historians ’—under 
which ti'le Gen. Halleck, beginning with Herodotus, 
includes Montecuculi, Gustavus Adolphus, Tur 
enne, Condé, and Frederick (!)—‘ described the 
events of the (st) wars without understanding or 
attempting to point out the strategic relations of 
the several movements of the contending armies!” 
On the whole, we judge that few persons would 
have been competent to execute a worse translatton 
of this work or edit it with less knowledge and 
judgment than has Gen. Halleck. The fact re- 
mains, gevertheless, (pat this is the only form in 
which the work of Jomini is accessible to Englisk 
readers, and that its oWn original merit ,shines 
conspicuously even through the obscurity of its 
present rendering.

Tu General Acsociation of the Coygregational 
Ministers and Chu:ches of New York has con- 
nected with it about twemty Churches in New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania.

Om each day an ample 
collation was provided at one o'clock, in the lec- 
ture-room, which wa3 an excellent accommoda- 
tion. An excellent spirit of harmony and earnest- 
ness pervaded the meetiag to its close, and the 
business was all transacted in its order, with delib- 
eration as well as with apparent sincerity of pur- 
pose, atlording hope of good fruits in the fu ure 
welfare of the church. Joshua Leavitt, D. D., was 
chosen moderator, and Rev. George B Bacon aad 
Washington Gladding scribes 

An excellent report on the state of religion, based 
ov returss from the various district associations 
was furnished by the corresponding secretary. 
Rev. William B. Brown, who was prevented, by 
impaired heal'h, from personal attendance. Ona 
suggestion in the report, and after some very 
profitable discussion, a committee was appointed, 
Rey. W. B. Brown chairman, to report next year 
on the subject of the “Conversion of Children.” 
A committee, of which Rev. hay Palmer. D. D., of 
Albany, is chairman, was appointed to confer with 
timilar comynittees {rom other states, on the ques- 
tion of a National Cougregational Convention.

He has just read aloud the paper that 
lies before him, and is listening to a suggestion | 
from the Secretary of State, who appears better in 
a picture than in some other capacities as a cab- 
inet minister. After this meeting (as we hardly 
need say) came the Proclamations of September 
22, 1862 and January 1,!863. As the picture will 
be publicly exhibited in various cities, and thou- 
sands of our readers near and far will have 
an opportunity to sce it, we offer here som 
suggestions that may aid in forming what we hope 
will be the popular verdict upon this work. 

What, therefore, is thé merit, scope, and rank 
of this picture? 

As a fundamental canon of criticism, we hold | 
that a work of art should be judged, not only for its 
beauty and skill, but also for its motive —not 
only for technical excellence, but moral mean- 
ing. With honorable exceptions, American ar', 
The fine arts 
are so intrinsically noble that they should never 
be squandered on unworthy subjects. The old 
masters devoted their art almost wholly to reli- 
gious uses. They were nearly all animated with 
a fine spiritual enthusiasm. Many of them never 
painted except ina devout frame of mind. Out | 
of such moral quickenings spring naturally fine 
works of the imagination ; for, by the constitution 
of the human mind, the imagination and the moral 
nature are so intimately co-related that they act 
upon each other with great suddenness and power ; 
what fires the one, kiadles the other; and when both 
join their individual moods into a common en- 
thusiasm, they produce, in a gifted mind, a noble 
fervor of constructive activity—an intense 
tendency toward picturesque and dramatic expres- ,) 
sion. Itis during this conjunction of the mind’s 
faculties that the highest themes of literature and 
ar’ are caught and fixed forever by pen or brush. 
Accordingly, as the highest possible literature and 
art spring out of these mental states in the author 
or artist, so the highest possible function of !itera- 
ture or art is to awaken similar mental states in 


the reader or spectator. The man who bim- 
self is inwardly awakened by these mys- 
terious chords striking their solemn mu- | 


time, has the cunning craft to awaken like ecsta- ‘| 
sies in other men, is the great artist, the great 
poet, the great orator. It is easy, therefore, to set 
up a true standard forthe relative ranking of 
what claim to be great works of art. Such works 
are truly great only according to the degree in 
which, like ancient questioners at the oracles, they | 
evoke these highest responses from the human 
mind. This was the secret of the medieval 
masters. They disdained any meaner mission for 
theirart. The object of Corregio’s painting, or of 
Raphael’s, or of Fra Angelico’s,.was not to win 
a sweet breath blown from courtly connoisseurs, 
but to stimulate the devotion of Curistian souls. 
Of course, the desire of fame had its full and le- 
gitimate share in rousing the mind of the artist to 
its utmost of genius ; but this very desire of fame, in 


| the truest and highest uses fér which God has set 


it in the soul, is a high and heavenward passion, 
and not the base and selfish greed into which it too 
of-en is degraded. What Longfellow wrote of one 
these ancient worthies, is true of nearly all the 
rest.

It is touching to read, in the lives of these men, 
how many of them refused pay even for their 
master-pieces—accepting only a bare equivalent 
for their canvas#and pigments, giving the labor 
of their cunning hands, and the zeal of their fiery 
souls, as free offerings to God and the church. 
What wonder, therefore, that the glory of such | 
artists has become in history greater than the glory 
of kings! 


Our American art, on the contrary (and we wish |

art. But protracted observation has led us 
to the conviction that American artists, while far 
from being men of merely ordinary gifts, and while 
not a few are of undisputed genius, yet as a 


need spiritual quickening before they can ripen 
their best fruits. “No man is great,” said Cicero, 
“without the divine offlatus.” Coleridge left a 


in the earnestness of prayer would yield a finer 
intellectual culture then a year’s study in the 
schools with it. No artist ean climb to the top of 
his art except he be lifted by God’s hand. No man 
works to his full ability, unless, in his work, 
he is brooded by the Divine Spirit—as St. Gregory 
is pictured dictating his homilies under the wing 
of the Holy Dove. But a majority of our artists 


bury in a napkin the talents given them for better 
usury—content to decept a mean ideal instead 
of a grand.

As in the Madonna of Ingres thse kneeling 
scepter as reverent gifts 
io the Holy Virgin whom he serves, so art fulfils 
its highest mission in offering itself to the service 


purs — 
disdaining to circumscribe itself within any sphere 
less comprehensive or to gpm itself with any 
service less illustrious. 

We have turned our pen into this strain because 
we welcome with great joy any new wofk of art 
which seeks to lay its foundations upon these fun- 
dameutal principles, so generally neglected by 
American artists. Mr. Carpenter’s work is so 
grounded. Therefore we take pleasure in men- 
tioning him to our countrymen as an artist who 
approximates a true conception of the great end 
of art, showing it to be something more than the 
commonplaceness of intent which we ordinarily 
in picture-galleries. He is an artist who 
is zealously ambitious, not only to do worthily 
what he does at all, but to do something 
worthy of being done; who labors humbly and 
reveren‘ly, looking to the Heavens for help; who 


| believes in the inspira‘ion of the Holy Ghost ; who 
| knows that any quickening less than this is ua- 


worthy of that art which, in its ‘historic prime, 
was devcted to better than mere vain, fashion- 
able, and worldy ends—and whose departed glo- 
ries will never again be achieved unless striven 
for in a like spirit of prayer, of faith, and 
of love!

of the governmert since the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, yet making a scene so utterly devoid of 


) pageantry, pomp, or circumstance that it could be 


witnessed in no other nation than our own. He 
who has heard this picture trumpeted in all the 
papers,and who goes to see it with the expectation 
of some striking, overwhelming effect, as of Rosa 
Bonheur’s Horse Fair, will soon say to himself, 


| “ Here is an artist who, in addressing his country- 


men ou one of the sublimest themes in their 


annals, ditdains all display of rhetoric, but tells 


his great story with the bare, half-barren, impres- 
sive simplicity of the exact truth.” 

The desi gn is graceful and natural, without the 
dramatic quality which an artist with a more in- 
tense constructive faculty would have sought ; the 
various likenesses, both in face and figure, so true 
to life that one feels like saluting them by name — 
particularly the likeness of Mr. Lincoln, whieh is 
more nearly the ee than any other por- 
traitof him we hav® ever seen— conveying that 
indescribable look of sadness in the eyes, which 
is the chief indication of greatness in his counte- 


| nance ; the general tone of color quiet, calm, and 


strong ;, making, on the whole, a better picture 
than any in the Rotunda at Washington (which, 
after all, is not saying a great deal), and crowning 


its various excellences of workmanship with the 


chief excellence of its noble moral significance 
—which ought to be the chief excellence of evsry 
great historical picture. Here, therefore, is a 
work of art which is to be judged, as all great 
works ought to be judged, not only by the measure 
of technical skill which it displays, but by the 
eloquent evidence it affords of the artist's eonsecre- 
tion of his art to that high end for which, mainly 
and supremely, God has committed the artistic 
faoulty to the human mind. Hers is a devout 
young man giving his first great canvas to no less 
an end than the Liberty of his Country —an 
example worthy of the heed of many older practi- 
tioners in a profession which has in this country 
busied itself too much with pretty trifles to the 
neglect of solemn and sublime work needing to 
be done. 





A CLERICAL SOLDIER. 


Rev. Asner F. Jones, 103d Reg. Ohio N. G., 
pastor of the Congregational church of New Alba- 
ny, Franklin Co ; died of fever at the elose of the 
hundred-days servite, whi'e the regiment was on 
its way home from Fort Powhattan, on James 
river, which they had been guarding. His death 
occurred on the Potomac, as the transport boat 
wascoming near to Washington. His compan- 
ions had his body embalmed and brought home 
with the regiment, and he was buried at his 
native place, New London, Butler County. 

He was a graduate of Miami University, and of 
Lane Theological Seminary. 

As a minister, he was devoted to his work, 
active, and earnest.

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MONEY MARKET. 


WALL STREET was startled on Monday morning. 
The announcement that Mobile had surrendered 
produced a panic in the gold anil stock markets. 
‘The intensity of feeling exhibited was almost un- 
precedented. Gold fell to 184 per cent. and stocks 
&30 per cent.; this was at from 11 to 12 o'clock. 
Later, some doubts being thrown on the news, 
which did net come from reliable sources, there 
was a strong rally. Gold rose to 195i, at which it 
closed, and stocks 3 to 4 per cent, leaving, how- 
ever, a heavy decline in both cases from Saturday’s 
prices. The decline in gold is consequent on the 
‘victories achieved by the army and navy. The de- 
¢line in gold from the highest price, 285 on the 
1ith of July, is 90 per cent. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that every article of production is de- 
elining, and wil) decline. The wonder is that the 
@ecline is not much greater in — < cotton, In 

ed goods, and in provisions. 
= of gold shipped last week was 
$1,287,559 ; larger than of late. The total export 
since Ist of January, $84,155,495 are ; 

The Banks show a loss of $120,135 in specie 
during the week, and of deposits $1,723,637, with 
a reduction of $766,808 in loans. Foreign ex- 
change is abundant at 1083a109 per cent. for the 
best of sterling 60-day bills, payable in gold, 
and 215 payable in currency. 

There is not so much produce exporting, but the 
yeexport of teas and other foreign merchandise 
continues. There is also a continuous outtlow of 
the 520 year U. 8. bonds, against which bills are 
drawn. 

There is a country demand for funds to float down 
the produce, which is the cause of the large dimi- 
nution of the bank balances. Money is in better 
@emand, and the rate is firm at 7 per cent. Gov- 
ernment stocks are steady, but all other stocks are 
very unsteady. A heavy decline takes place at the 
amnouncement of every new defeat of the enemy, 
simultaneously with the decline in gold. The 
bears are completely “ Lordg of the Ascendant.” 
The only demand comes from parties who are 
ebliged to buy to fill maturing contraets. 

Forty MILLION SEVEN-THIRTIES SUBSCRIBED. 
—The subscriptions to this popular loan are now 
forty million dollars, and they continue to come 
m at the rate of about a million aday. The public 
are satisfied that there are no other investments so 
profitable as U. S. securities. While nearly all the 
hundreds of miscellaneous stocks sold in the New 
York market have been declining for several 
weeks, Government stocks have remained firm ; 
and while lenders loan very sparingly, and at high 
rates, on the best mercantile paper, they have plen'y 
ef money to lend on Government paper, at as low 
yates as ever. While the Government needs the 
people’s money, and pays for it liberally, it ofters 
the highest possible consideration besides, and that 
is, safety. 


DRY GOODS. 


TRE great decline in the price of cotton and wool, 

as we)las of goki, bas ied to 2 heavy decline in the 
price of all kinds of dry goods, without stimulating 
the demand at all. The fall trade is almost at a 
stand-s‘ill ; the community are buying little, owing 
to the high prices, and the jobbers find themselves 
with too many goods on hand. All expenditure 
is nOw parsimonious in the highest degree, and it 
is only the rich shoddyites that how indulge in 
expensive luxuries. The market has been very 
irregular all through the week, and continues so. 
There is no confidence in present quotations, and 
a further decline is anticipated. The auction sales 
all exhibit lower prices, and a faint desire to pur- 
chase. Staple cotton fabrics are selling below cost ; 
the manufacturers being able to replace stocks at 
lower prices from the heavy fall in the raw material. 
A panic feeling seems to pexyade business gener- 
ally. Brown and bleached sheetings and shirtings 
are only in nominal demand. Auction sales are 
mere numerous, and prices fall daily. Drills are 
imactive. Denims, stripes, and ticks are all lower. 
Prints are not in large supply, the production being 
ré@uced, yet prices are lower and close weak at the 
decline. There is scarcely any demand for delaines, 
whieh are selling at auction below agent’s prices. 
Woolen goods are 12a15 per cent. lower. Fancy 
castimeres of desirable styles alone sell well, but yet 
ex}y at a large decline. Satinets are dull and 
Jower. Broadcloths sel) in very small quantity, 
and only at adecline. Shawls are dull, though 
this is the usual season for a heavy demand. Hold- 
ers are reluctant t make concession in prices 
adequate to the time. ‘The decline in gold enables 
importers to enter their goods at the Custom-house 
amd se]] them at lower prices. Much is doing in 
this way. British dress-goods are mostly wanted. 
©elored silks and fancies are dull. Beavers are 
very quiet’ Blankets are in request. There isa 
fair demand for merinoes and mousselines de laine. 
Black silke are steady.
